The robbery was staged over 
the weekend at the Brockville 
Suvings and Trust’ Co, at 
Brockville, Ontario, by safe- 
crackers who cut their way 
through steel-plaled walls. The 
loot Included cashable bearer 
bonds .und negotinble securities 
that could ‘ve shipped out of 
Canada and converted = into 
cush, , 

The arrest and recovery of 
the securiti¢s came several hours 
after the robbery was dis- 
closed this morning,

He noticed that the cotton had 
been dug out from inside some 
of the bales, and it appeared that 
a kind of cotton dust—the waste 
left over from cotton’ waste—was 
Inside the bates. 

Witness stated that there’ was 
basically no market In Hong- 
kong . for “gutterfly” cotton 
waste. There was a market only 
in the sense that his @rth would 
buy It for re-export to Eurcpe. 

Whenever he shipped that kind 
of cotton waste, Mr Hoffman 
went on, he ehlpped It only after 
It hod been willowed, because 
the waste would not be usable 
to cotton waste consumers in its 
unwillowed: form. 

He had never seen it shipped 
in unwillowed form, os it would 
not be. salable. 


No Proposition 


Mr Hoffman said it would not 
be a paying proposition to bring 
into Hongkong unwillowed cot- 
ton waste for re-export to

“I will not buy unwillowed 
cotton waste from Karachi for 
re-export, because it would not 
be: worth the freight,” he add- 
ed.

SENSE OF VALUES 
To The Editor, China Mail. 


Sit.—The sense of valuos 
manifested by some of the noble . 
ands superior London movie 
erltles. often staggers me, 
and John Lambert's article, 
“Brando's Row", fa a recent 
example. Can't ho realise that 
In “Sayonara", the theme of 
which was romantic, yes, but 
also contemporary, the “hoppy 
ending” was not only logica] but 
even necessary? Resorting to 
the outdated “Madame Butler~ 
fy" denouement (native girl 
deserted by white man) or any 
other “unhappy ending” would 
have turned [ts argument into 
a weak-kneed protest. This 
“Oriental escapade” wound yp 
on-an optimistle note, but ‘I¢ 
waen't' the optimism cf cvasion ° 
or self-delusion: Though = It 
offered no reat resolution to the 
‘basic problem (the same can be 
said of “Marty's: for wo must 
fake into consideration the 
imitations of its theme), Jt made 
this expilclt conclusion: the two 
lovers were fully prepared to 
face the obstacles and opposition 
that would exist even if the law 
was changed. Yet the sheer 
simplicity of its theme went 
over the erities’ heads. 

On the other hand, they were 
80 dazzled by the intellectual 
pretentions of “Bridge On Tho 
River Kwal." Not only did 

B elray Gvery sign of ~ 
reluctance to explore Nichol 
son’s “idealism"; {ts half-ironic, 
half-salutatary approach ren= 
dered its theme amblguous and 
€ven questionable, The critics - 
didn’t question this; nor did 
they question tho incredible 
stupidity of the Japanese 
Officers, or their extraordinary 
Ienlency to their British cap- 
tives.
